CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 


—Next week an American astro- 
naut risks his neck and the na- 
tion's prestige in a 15-minute 
partial hop into space. 


It's only a toe step compared 


with Yuri Gogarin's momentous 
vault completely around the earth 
in 108 minutes. The American is 
to shoot 115 miles high, and near- 
ly 300 miles out over the Atlantic.

State GOP Leader 
Dies in Little Rock 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — George 


L. Mallory, 82, an insurance: ex- 
ecutive-and a Republican leader, 
in Arkansas for more than 50 
years, died today at his home. 


He had been a GOp leader In 


the state since moving to Little 
Rock in 1902. He was secretary 
of the state party from 1914 to 
1927 except for Army service dur-

A native of Ontario, Canada,
